AN ORDINANCE AMENDING SECTION 12-4-63 OF THE CITY CODE AND 1 
ORDINANCE NO. 20070809-004 TO ADD A PORTION OF CURLEW DRIVE TO 2 
THE LIST OF STREETS HAVING A MAXIMUM SPEED LIMIT OF 20 MILES 3 
PER HOUR IN A SCHOOL ZONE FOR COWAN ELEMENTARY SCHOOL; 4 
AND PROVIDE FOR EMERGENCY PASSAGE. 5

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN: 7 
 8 
PART 1.  The council finds that:   9 

(A) Ordinance No. 20070809-004 repeals and replaces Chapter 12-4 (Speed 10 
Limits) of the City Code and, to allow time for administrative coordination, 11 
is effective on September 1, 2007. 12 

(B) The school year starts on August 27, 2007, and the 20 mile per hour school 13 
zone must be added before that date to ensure public safety. 14 

(C) For these reasons, it is necessary to amend both the current Chapter 12-4, 15 
which is being repealed but is in effect through August 31, 2007, and the 16 
new Chapter 12-4. 17 

PART 2.  Section 12-4-63 (20 Mile Per Hour School Zones) of the City Code is amended 18 
to add: 19 

Curlew Drive from 250 feet south of Kentish Drive to 200 feet north of Kentish 20 
Drive (Cowan Elementary School). 21 

PART 3.  Section 12-4-64 (D) of Ordinance No. 20070809-004 is amended to add: 22 

Curlew Drive from 250 feet south of Kentish Drive to 200 feet north of Kentish 23 
Drive (Cowan Elementary School). 24 

PART 4.  Council finds that school will begin on August 27, 2007, that the 20 mile per 25 
hour school zones need to be modified before that date, and that this constitutes an  26 
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emergency.  Because of this emergency, this ordinance takes effect immediately on its 1 
passage for the immediate preservation of the public peace, health and safety.    2
